Many of the graduates are success¬ 
ful editors and publishers of news¬ 
papers. A great many graduates are 
now in the civil service of the Govern¬ 
ment. Many are draughtsmen in 
architect’s offices, and several have 
become eminent in that profession. 
Other graduates are builders, sur¬ 
veyors, civil engineers, chemists, and 
assayers. Several are successful den¬ 
tists. Several are postmasters, record¬ 
ers of deeds, patent lawyers, botanists, 
fruit and general farmers. One is the 
treasurer of a western city, and the 
other the cashier of a national bank. 
Several are engaged in mercantile and 
manufacturing businesses.

He was rush¬ 
ed to the Harlem Hospital, but he 
died in abdut an hour and a quarter 
after reaching there. He was buried 
in Mt. Hope Cemetery in Hastings, 
East Westchester, N. Y. The sad 
mother, Mrs. Lillian Vintura (ncc 
Markin), was unaware for some time 
after the accident. Her husband is a 
hearing man and was not at home.
